Extracts  from  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons,  relating  to  Private  Bills. 

\LL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli¬ 
cants  or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify¬ 
ing  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz.: — In  the  Canada 
( lazetti -,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a  news¬ 
paper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a  period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers, 


endorsed  “  Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  ease  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc. 

A  copy  of  the  Bill  shall  he  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  in  which  the  Bill  is  to  originate  at  least 
eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  with  a

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  and,  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officers,  shall  he  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  lie  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in¬ 
serted  in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  existing  or 
authorised  work  of  a  similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under 
taking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same  shall  lie  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a 
copy  of  the  new  Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving 
notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their  intention  to 
apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill, 
together  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be 
strictly  adhered  to  for  the  future  : — 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  bo  received 
by  the  House  within  the  first  three,  weeks  of  the 
session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  he  presented  to 
the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which 
any  Private  Bill  may  he  referred  to  consider  and 
report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient  speed. 

2.  That  it  he  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on 
Private  Bills,  in  the  event  of  promoters  not  being 
ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when  the  same 
have  been  twice  called  on  two  se.parati  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measure 
shall  lie  reported  back  to  the  House  forthwith, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a  Bridge,  the  making  of  a  Railway,  Tram¬ 
way,  Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ;  the  granting 
of  a  right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what¬ 
ever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a  like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a  Notice,  clearly 
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and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news¬ 
paper  published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a  newspaper  is 
published.

HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR-GENERAL 
IN  COUNCIL. 

T  HEREAS,  by  Order  in  Council  dated  the  eleventh 
day  of  November,  1895,  the  Minister  of  the  In¬ 
terior  was  authorised  to  issue  yearly  permits  to  mine 
a  certain  quantity  of  coal,  for  domestic  purposes  only, 
on  Dominion  lands  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  the 
North-West  Territories  and  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia: 

His  Excellency,  in  virtue  of  the  powers  vested  in 
him  by  “The  Dominion  Lands  Act,”  chapter  54  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
Queen’s  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  is  pleased  to  order 
that  the  following  regulations  to  govern  the  issue  of 
permits  to  mine  coal,  for  domestic  purposes  only  on 
Dominion  lands,  issued  under  authority  of  the  Order 
in  Council  of  the  1 1th  November,  1895,  shall  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  established  and  adopted. 

Regulations  J'or  the  issue  of  permit s  to  mine  coal  on 
Dominion  Lands,  for  Domestic  purposes  only,  ap¬ 
proved  In/  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General  in 
Council  on  the  9th  clay  of  February,  1897. 

].  The  following  regulations  apply  to  coal  mined  on 
Dominion  lands  for  domestic  purposes  only : — 

•2.  The  frontage  of  a  coal  mining  location  shall  not 
exceed  three  chains  in  width  measured  in  direct  dis¬ 
tance,  and  the  length  thereof  shall  not  exceed  ten 
chains,  nor  shall  it  be  less  than  five  chains,  except 
where  the  ground  is  covered  by  a  prior  location.  Its 
boundaries  beneath  the  surface  shall  be  the  vertical 
planes  in  which  its  surface  boundaries  lie. 

3.  The  location  shall  be  marked  on  the  ground  by 
placing  at  each  of  its  four  corners  a  wooden  post  not 
less  than  four  inches  square,  driven  not  less  than 
eighteen  inches  into  the  ground  and  showing  that 
length  above  it.  If  the  ground  is  too  rocky  to  admit 
of  so  driving  such  posts,  the  claimant  shall  build  about 
each  of  them,  to  support  it  and  keep  it  in  place,  a 
cairn  or  mound  of  stones,  at  least  three  feet  in  diame¬ 
ter  at  the  base,  and  eighteen  inches  high.  If  the  loca¬ 
tion  be  timbered,  a  line  shall  bo  run  and  well  blazed 
joining  the  said  posts.

If  the  corner  of  a  location  falls  in  a  ravine, 
bed  of  a  stream,  or  any  other  situation  where  the 
character  of  the  locality  may  render  the  planting  of  a 
post  impossible,  the  said  corner  may  be  indicated  by 
the  erection  at  the  nearest  suitable  point  of  a  witness 
post,  which  in  that  case  shall  contain  the  same  marks 
as  those  prescribed  in  this  clause  with  regard  to  cor¬ 
ner  posts,  together  with  the  letters  W.  I’.,  and  an  indi¬ 
cation  of  the  bearing  and  distance  of  the  site  of  the 
true  corner  from  such  witness  post.

15.  If  a  permittee  fails  to  comply  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  regulations, 
the  permit  may  be  forfeited  by  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior.

1.  Every  male  person  residing  for  at  least  thirty  days  within  the 
municipal  bounds  of  the  Corporation  of  the  District  (if  Sunms,  he 
tween  the  ages  of  21  and  W)  years,  who  is  not  otherwise  assessed 
by  the  said  Corporation,  shall  perform  two  days  statute  labour  on 
the  roads  and  highways  in  the  district,  when  required  to  do  so  by 
the  pathmaster,  or  other  officer  by  the  Council  duly  appointed,  or 
shall  pay  in  lieu  thereof  the  sum  of  ill. SO  for  each  day's  labour.

incumbrance,  and  are  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  at  such  election  ;  or 
Who  have  been  for  such  three  months  the  sole  tenants  in  possession  of  land 
or  real  property  in  the  city  of  the  value  of  two  thousand  dollars  under  lease 
in  writing  for  not  less  than  one  year,  and  are  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  at 
such  election. 

The  persons  qualified  to  be  nominated  for  and  elected  as  Aldermen  of  such  city  at 
the  first  election  shall  be  such  persons  as  are  male  British  subjects  of  the  full  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  and  are  not  disqualified  under  any  law,  and 

(a.)  Have  been  for  the  three  months  next  preceding  the  day  of  nomination  the 
registered  owners  in  the  Land  Registry  Office  of  land  or  real  property  in  the 
city  of  the  value  of  five  hundred  dollars  over  and  above  any  registered 
incumbrances,  and  are  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  at  such  election  ;  or 
Who  have  been  for  such  three  months  the  sole  tenants  in  possession  of  land 
or  real  property  in  the  city  of  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  under  lease 
in  writing  for  not  less  than  one  year,  and  are  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  at 
such  election. 


(*•) 


The  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  Mayor  and  Aldermen  at  such  first  election  shall 
be  all  such  persons  who  are  male  British  subjects  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years 
and  have  resided  within  the  limits  of  such  city  for  the  three  months  next  preceding  the 
date  of  such  election,  and  who  shall,  before  the  day  of  such  election,  have  applied  to  the 
Returning  Officer  and  have  had  their  names  placed  on  the  list  of  electors  for  such 
election. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Returning  Officer  to  enter  in  a  book,  in  alphabetical 
order,  the  names,  addresses  and  occupations  of  all  such  persons,  qualified  as  aforesaid, 
who  make  application  to  him,  as  aforesaid,  to  have  their  names  placed  on  such  list,  and 
such  list  shall  be  the  list  of  the  electors  for  such  elections. 


Before  the  name  of  any  pei'son  shall  be  placed  on  the  list,  he  shall  make  and  sign 
a  declaration  in  writing,  before  some  person  authorised  to  administer  oaths,  setting 
forth  his  name,  address,  occupation,  and  qualifications,  as  aforesaid,  which  declaration 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Returning  Officer. 

Such  list  and  declarations  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  person  within  lawful 
hours. 

Any  person  may  complain  that  his  name  is  improperly  omitted  from  the  voters’ 
list,  or  that  any  other  name  is  improperly  inserted  thereon,  and  may  apply  to  an}' 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  or  County  Court  to  have  his  name  inserted  thereon  or  to  have 
any  names  improperly  inserted  thereon  struck  off  the  said  list.  In  such  latter  case 
reasonable  notice,  to  be  determined  by  the  Judge  applied  to,  shall  be  given  to  the  person 
whose  name  is  proposed  to  be  struck  off.  The  Judge  shall  hear  and  dispose  of  all  such 
applications  in  a  summary  way,  and  the  Returning  Officer  shall  amend  the  list  in 
accordance  with  the  Judge’s  decision. 

At  least  six  days’  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  nomination  and  of  holding  of 
the  poll  (if  any)  shall  be  given  by  the  said  Returning  Officer ;  such  notice  to  be  posted 
during  that  period  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  30  of  the  “  Municipal  Elections 
Act,  1896.” 

The  Returning  Officer  shall,  on  the  day  of  nomination,  at  2  o’clock  P.M.,  announce 
the  names  of  the  persons  put  in  nomination  in  that  behalf  as  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  as  prescribed  by  the  1  Municipal  Elections  Act,  1896.” 

At  the  close  of  the  time  for  nominating  the  candidates  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
deliver  to  every  candidate,  or  agent  of  a  candidate,  applying  for  the  same,  a  duly 
certified  list  of  the  names  of  the  several  candidates  who  shall  have  been  nominated  ; 
and  any  votes  given  at  the  election  for  any  other  candidates  than  those  so  nominated 
shall  be  null  and  void. 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  the  election  as  aforesaid,  no  more 
candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are  vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  forthwith  declare  the  candidates  who  may  stand  nominated  to  be  elected, 
and  return  their  names  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
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No  speeches  or  interruption  to  the  proceedings  of  nominating  candidates  at  the 
hustings  shall  be  permitted  by  the  Returning  Officer  between  the  reading  of  the  notice 
of  election  and  the  closing  of  the  proceedings  on  nomination  day  by  the  Returning 
Officer. 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  such  time,  more  candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  arc 
vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the  names  of  the  candidates, 
and  publicly  proclaim  the  day  previously  stated  in  his  proclamation,  and  the  place  or 
places  at  which  the  poll  shall  be  so  opened  in  the  Municipality,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  the  votes  of  the  electors  according  to  law;  and  shall  then  adjourn  the  election, 
and  shall  take  a  poll  by  ballot,  and  shall  cause  to  be  posted  up  notices  of  his  having 
granted  such  poll,  indicating  the  names,  residences,  and  occupations  of  the  candidates  so 
nominated,  in  the  order  in  which  they  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot  papers,  which 
notices  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  tbe  nomination,  be  placarded  in  all  the  places 
where  the  proclamation  for  the  election  was  posted  up. 

If,  after  the  adjournment  of  an  election  by  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  a  poll,  one  of  the  candidates  nominated  shall  die  before  the  poll  has 
commenced,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  upon  being  satisfied  of  the  fact  of  such  death, 
countermand  notice  of  the  poll,  and  all  the  proceedings  with  reference  to  the  election 
shall  be  commenced  afresh  :  Provided  that  no  fresh  nomination  shall  be  necessary  in 
the  case  of  a  candidate  who  stood  nominated  at  the  time  of  the  countermand  of  the 
poll. 

In  case  of  a  poll  being  held  the  candidates  (duly  qualified)  who  shall  obtain  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  Municipal  Aldermen  and  Mayor  respectively. 

Every  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  have  seven  votes,  being  one  for  each  Alderman 
to  be  elected,  and  one  for  Mayor,  but  he  may  vote  for  any  less  number  than  seven : 
Provided  always,  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  than  one  vote  in  favour  of  any  one 
candidate,  or  vote  on  more  than  one  occasion.  And  in  the  event  of  the  number  of 
votes  being  found  to  have  been  equal  for  any  two  or  more  candidates,  one  or  more  of 
whom,  but  not  all  of  such  candidates,  being  by  the  state  of  the  poll  entitled  to  be 
declared  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  by  a  casting  vote  or  votes,  as  the  case  may 
be,  decide  which  of  the  candidates  for  whom  the  votes  may  be  equal  shall  be  elected : 
Provided  that  the  said  Returning  Officer  shall  not  vote  except  in  case  of  an  equality  of 
votes  as  aforesaid. 

All  expenses  attendant  upon  the  said  election  shall  be  borne  by  the  candidates  in 
equal  proportion ;  such  expenses  shall  not  exceed  in  the  whole  one  hundred  dollars. 

The  opening  of  the  ballot  boxes  and  counting  the  votes  shall  be  in  the  presence  of 
the  candidates  if  they  attend  for  that  purpose. 

The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot 
papers  and  boxes  until  a  Clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  same. 

Every  person  who  shall  have  presented  himself  for  nomination,  and  who  shall  have 
been  elected  a  Municipal  Alderman  or  Mayor,  must  serve  for  the  term  for  which  he  has 
been  elected,  unless  in  the  case  of  sickness,  or  in  default  pay  a  sum  of  fifty  dollars  towards 
the  Municipal  Revenue;  such  sum,  with  costs,  shall  be  recoverable  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Municipality,  summarily,  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Mayor  or  Alderman  shall  be  filled  as  provided  by  the 
“  Municipal  Elections  Act,  1896.” 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  after  the  day 
of  election,  at  the  Government  Office,  at  12  noon. 

Until  provision  be  made  by  by-law,  in  that  behalf,  all  proceedings  at  and  relating 
to  the  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  and  taken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
contained  in  the  “  Municipal  Clauses  Act,  1896,”  and  all  the  powers,  privileges,  and 
duties  of  the  Mayor  and  Council  shall  be  the  same  fis  those  prescribed  by  the  said 
Act. 

At  the  first  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Council  may  elect  a 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector,  and  Assessor,  or  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
who  shall  hold  such  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and  receive  such 
remuneration  as  the  Council  may  by  by-law  appoint.

To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come. — Greeting. 

D.  M.  Eberts,  11/HEREAS  by  section  2  of  the  “Speedy  Incorporation  of 
Attorney-General.  VV  Towns  Act,  1897,”  it  is  provided  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  forthwith,  without  requiring  the  inhabitants  of 
the  lands  proposed  to  be  incorporated  to  observe  the  provisions  of  section  2  of  the 
“Municipalities  Incorporation  Act,  1896,”  by  Letters  Patent  under  the  Public  Seal,  to 
incorporate  under  the  said  Act  into  a  city  the  tract  of  land  hereinafter  set  out,  and 
that  such  Letters  Patent  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  Letters  Patent  issued 
under  the  provisions  and  after  compliance  with  all  the  formalities  of  the  said  “Munici¬ 
palities  Incorporation  Act,  1896,”  save  and  except  as  provided  in  the  said  “Speedy 
Incorporation  of  Towns  Act,  1897.” 

And  whereas  the  Honourable  Edgar  Dewdney,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Our 
Province,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the 
powers  and  authorities  conferred  upon  him  by  each  of  the  said  Acts,  and  of  all  other 
powers  and  authorities  him  in  that  behalf  enabling,  hath  ordered  that  all  that  piece  or 
parcel  of  land  situate,  lying  and  being  in  Kootenay  District,  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  upon  the  official  map  of  the  said  District  known  as  Sections  84  and  85,  and 
the  north  half  of  Sections  26  and  27,  in  Township  IXa.,  in  the  said  District,  bounded 
and  described  as  follows: — Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  southern  boundary  of  Town¬ 
ship  28,  District  of  Kootenay,  said  point  being  the  intersection  of  Sections  3  and  4, 
Township  28,  and  Sections  33  and  34,  Township  IXa.,  Kootenay  District;  thence  due 
south  one  hundred  and  twenty  chins,  to  a  point;  thence  due  east  one  hundred  and  sixty 
chains,  to  a  point;  thence  due  north  one  hundred  and  twenty  chains,  more  or  less,  to 
the  said  southern  boundary  of  Township  28;  thence  due  west  along  the  southern 
boundary  of  Township  28  one  hundred  and  sixty  chains,  more  or  less,  to  the  point  of 
commencement,  containing  altogether  1,920  acres,  more  or  less,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  shall,  from  and  after  the  18th  day  of  March,  1897,  be  incorporated  as  a  City 
Municipality,  under  the  said  “Municipalities  Incorporation  Act,  1896,”  and  hath  made 
further  provision  to  the  tenor  and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  by  these  presents  we  do  hereby  order  and  proclaim  that 
the  locality  hereinbefore  described,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  shall,  from  and  after 
the  date  hereof  be  incorporated  as  a  City  Municipality,  under  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  “Municipalities  Incorporation  Act,  1896,”  and  of  the  “Speedy  Incor¬ 
poration  of  Towns  Act,  1897,”  and  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter 
contained  or  referred  to. 

The  said  Municipality  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  “  The 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Rossi  and.” 

The  said  Municipality  shall  comprise  all  those  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  hereinbefore 
described. 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  six  Aldermen  or  a  Mayor,  and  the  whole  number 
present  at  each  meeting  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  four. 

The  nomination  shall  take  place,  and  the  poll  (if  any)  shall  be  held,  at  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Buildings,  Rossland. 

The  nomination  for  the  first  election  of  a  Mayor  and  Council  shall  be  on  the  3rd 
day  of  April,  A.D.  1897,  at  12  o’clock  noon,  and'  the  polling  (if  any)  shall  be  on  the 
7th  day  of  April,  A.D.  1897,  and  shall  continue  for  one  day  only,  and  the  poll  shall 
be  kept  open  between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and  4  P.M.,  and  William  Borradaile  Townsend, 
Esquire,  of  Rossland  aforesaid,  shall  be  the  Returning  Officer  thereat. 

The  persons  qualified  to  be  nominated  for  and  elected  Mayor  of  such  City  at  the 
first  election  shall  be  such  persons  as  are  male  British  subjects  of  the  full  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  and  are  not  disqualified  under  any  law,  and 

(a.)  Have  been  for  the  three  months  next  preceding  the  day  of  nomination  the 
registered  owners  in  the  Land  Registry  Office  of  land  or  real  property  in  the 
City  of  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  over  and  above  any  registered 
incumbrance,  and  are  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  at  such  election  ;  or  * 
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(b.)  Who  have  been  for  such  three  months  the  sole  tenants  in  possession  of  land  or 
real  property  in  the  city  of  the  value  of  two  thousand  dollars  under  lease  in 
writing  for  not  less  than  one  year,  and  are  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  at  such 
election. 

The  persons  qualified  to  be  nominated  for  and  elected  as  Aldermen  of  such  city  at 
the  first  election  shall  be  such  persons  as  are  male  British  subjects  of  the  full  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  and  are  not  disqualified  under  any  law,  and 

(a.)  Have  been  for  the  three  months  next  preceding  the  day  of  nomination  the 
registered  owners  in  the  Land  Registry  Office  of  land  or  real  property  in  the 
city  of  the  value  of  five  hundred  dollars  over  and  above  any  registered  incum¬ 
brances,  and  are  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  at  such  election  ;  or 

( b .)  Who  have  been  for  such  three  months  the  sole  tenants  in  possession  of  lands 
or  real  property  in  the  city  of  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  under  lease 
in  writing  for  not  less  than  one  year,  and  are  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  at 
such  election. 

The  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  Mayor  and  Aldermen  at  such  first  election  shall 
be  all  such  persons  who  are  male  British  subjects  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years 
and  have  resided  within  the  limits  of  such  city  for  the  three  months  next  preceding  the 
date  of  such  election,  and  who  shall,  before  the  day  of  such  election,  have  applied  to  the 
Returning  Officer  and  have  had  their  names  placed  on  the  list  of  electors  for  such 
election. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Returning  Officer  to  enter  in  a  book,  in  alphabetical 
order,  the  names,  addi  esses,  and  occupations  of  all  such  persons,  qualified  as  aforesaid, 
who  make  application  to  him  as  aforesaid,  to  have  their  names  placed  on  such  list,  and 
such  list  shall  be  the  list  of  the  electors  for  such  elections. 

Before  the  name  of  any  person  shall  be  placed  on  the  list,  he  shall  make  and  sign 
a  declaration  in  writing,  before  some  person  authorised  to  administer  oaths,  setting 
forth  his  name,  address,  occupation,  and  qualifications,  as  aforesaid  ;  which  declaration 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Returning  Officer.

Any  person  may  complain  that  his  name  is  improperly  omitted  from  the  voters’ 
list,  or  that  any  other  name  is  improperly  inserted  thereon,  and  may  apply  to  any 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  or  County  Court  to  have  his  name  inserted  thereon  or  to  have 
any  names  improperly  inserted  thereon  struck  off  the  said  list.  In  such  latter  case 
reasonable  notice,  to  be  determined  by  the  Judge  applied  to,  shall  be  given  to  the  person 
whose  name  is  proposed  to  be  struck  off  The  Judge  shall  hear  and  dispose  of  all  such 
applications  in  a  summary  way,  and  the  Returning  Officer  shall  amend  the  list  in 
accordance  with  the  Judge’s  decision. 

At  least  six  days’  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  nomination  and  of  holding  of 
the  poll  (if  any)  shall  be  given  by  the  said  Returning  Officer;  such  notice  to  be  posted 
during  that  period  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  30  of  the  “Municipal  Elections 
Act,  1896.” 

The  Returning  Officer  shall,  on  the  day  of  nomination,  at  2  o’clock  P.M.,  announce 
the  names  of  the  persons  put  in  nomination  in  that  behalf  as  candidates  for  the  office 
of  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  as  prescribed  by  the  “Municipal  Elections  Act,  1896.” 

At  the  close  of  the  time  for  nominating  the  candidates  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
deliver  to  every  candidate,  or  agent  of  a  candidate,  applying  for  the  same,  a  duly 
certified  list  of  the  names  of  the  several  candidates  who  shall  have  been  nominated; 
and  any  votes  given  at  the  election  for  any  other  candidates  than  those  so  nominated 
shall  be  null  and  void. 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  the  election  as  aforesaid,  no  more 
candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are  vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  forthwith  declare  the  candidates  who  may  stand  nominated  to  be  elected, 
and  return  their  names  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

No  speeches  or  interruption  to  the  proceedings  of  nominating  candidates  at  the 
hustings  shall  be  permitted  by  the  Returning  Officer  between  the  reading  of  the  notice 
of  election  and  the  closing  of  the  proceedings  on  nomination  day  by  the  Returning 
Officer. 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  such  time,  more  candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are 
vacancies  to  be  tilled  up,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the  names  of  the  candidates, 
and  publicly  proclaim  the  day  previously  stated  in  his  proclamation,  and  the  place  or 
places  at  which  the  poll  shall  be  so  opened  in  the  Municipality,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  the  votes  of  the  electors  according  to  law;  and  shall  then  adjourn  the  election, 
and  shall  take  a  poll  by  ballot,  and  shall  cause  to  be  posted  up  notices  of  his  having 
granted  such  poll,  indicating  the  names,  residences,  and  occupations  of  the  candidates 
so  nominated,  in  the  order  in  which  they  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot  papers,  which 
notices  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  nomination,  be  placarded  in  all  the  places 
where  the  proclamation  for  the  election  was  posted  up. 
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[1‘,  after  tlie  adjournment  of  an  election  by  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  a  poll,  one  of  the  candidates  nominated  slmll  die  before  the  poll  has  com¬ 
menced,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  upon  being  satisfied  of  the  fact  of  such  death, 
countermand  notice  of  the  poll,  and  all  the  proceedings  with  reference  to  the  election 
shall  be  commenced  afresh:  Provided  that  no  fresh  nomination  shall  be  necessary  in 
the  case  of  a  candidate  who  stood  nominated  at  the  time  of  the  countermand  of  the 
poll. 

In  case  of  a  poll  being  held  the  candidates  (duly  qualified)  who  shall  obtain  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  Municipal  Aldermen  and  Mayor  respectively. 

Every  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  have  seven  votes,  being  one  for  each  Alderman 
to  be  elected,  and  one  for  Mayor,  but  he  may  vote  for  any  less  number  than  seven: 
Provided  always,  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  than  one  vote  in  favour  of  any  one  candi¬ 
date,  or  vote  on  more  than  one  occasion.  And  in  the  event  of  the  number  of  votes 
being  found  to  have  been  equal  for  any  two  or  more  candidates,  one  or  more  of  whom, 
but  not  all  of  such  candidates,  being  by  the  state  of  the  poll  entitled  to  be  declared 
elected,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  by  a  casting  vote  or  votes,  as  the  case  may  be, 
decide  which  of  the  candidates  for  whom  the  votes  may  be  equal  shall  be  elected: 
Provided  that  the  said  Returning  Officer  shall  not  vote  except  in  case  of  an  equality  of 
votes  as  aforesaid. 

All  expenses  attendant  upon  the  said  election  shall  be  borne  by  the  candidates  in 
equal  proportion;  such  expenses  shall  not  exceed  in  the  whole  one  hundred  dollars. 

The  opening  of  the  ballot  boxes  and  counting  the  votes  shall  be  in  the  presence  of 
the  candidates  if  they  attend  for  that  purpose. 

The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot 
papers  and  boxes  until  a  Clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  same. 

Every  person  who  shall  have  presented  himself  for  nomination,  and  who  shall  have 
been  elected  a  Municipal  Alderman  or  Mayor  must  serve  for  the  term  for  which  he  has 
been  elected,  unless  in  the  case  of  sickness,  or  in  default  pay  a  sum  of  fifty  dollars 
towards  the  Municipal  Revenue;  such  sum,  with  costs,  shall  be  recoverable  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  Municipality,  summarily,  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Mayor  or  Aldermen  shall  be  filled  as  provided  by  the 
“Municipal  Elections  Act,  1896.” 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  after  the  day 
of  election,  at  the  Government  Office,  at  12  noon. 

Until  provision  be  made  by  by-law,  in  that  behalf,  all  proceedings  at  and  relating 
to  the  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  and  taken  in  accordance  with  the  provis¬ 
ions  contained  in  the  “Municipal  Clauses  Act,  1896,”  and  all  the  powers,  privileges,  and 
duties  of  the  Mayor  and  Council  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  the  said  Act. 

At  the  first  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Council  may  elect  a 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector,  and  Assessor,  or  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
who  shall  hold  such  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and  receive  such  remu¬ 
neration  as  the  Council  may  by  by-law  appoint.

Patent,  and  the  Great  Seal  of  the  said  Province  to  be  hereunto 
affixed:  Witness,  the  Honourable  Edgar  Dewdney,  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  Our  said  Province  of  British  Columbia,  in  Our  City  of 
Victoria,  in  Our  said  Province,  this  eighteenth  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  in  the  sixtieth  year  of 
Our  Reign.
